The  2001  Curry  College  football  team  finished  its  seasori  with  a 
9-2  record,  collecting  the  most  wins  in  school  history.  The 
Colonels  picked  up  their  first-ever  wins  against  Norwich  (5 
ties).  Salve  Regina  (9  tries)  and  New  Jersey  City  University  (3 
tries).  On  November  17,  the  Colonels  played  for  their  first 
championship  title  since  1971,  falling  36-35  to  Worcester  State  in 
the  ECAC  Division  III  Norteast  Championship  Game. 

Head  Coach  Steve  Nelson  now  owns  a  28-13  (.683)  career 
record  through  four  seasons.  His  2001  squad  also  set  recores  for 
points  scored  (334),  touchdowns  scored  (41),  passing  yards 
(1,680)  and  total  yards  (3,513). 

Curry  appeared  in  the  top  10  in  all  nine  ECAC  Division  III 
New  England  polls  during  the  season,  and  finished  the  year 
ranked  sixth.

Men's  Soccer 


(4-10-3,  4-6-1  CCC) 

2001  was  a  year  of  transition  for  the  Curry  Men's  Soccer  program.  Last  fall,  the  Colonels  fielded  the 
youngest  squad  in  the  Commonwealth  Coast  Conference.  It  was  a  year  in  which  the  team  laid  the  foun- 
dation for  future  success.  The  Colonels  qualified  for  the  CCC  Tournament  for  the  first  fime  since  1996  with 
a  starting  1 1  comprised  of  nine  fi-eshman  and  sophomores. 

As  is  the  case  with  many  young  teams,  the  season  had  its  ups  and  downs.  The  players'  technical  abilities 
and  tactical  sense  improved  a  great  deal  over  the  course  of  the  campaign,  but  the  physical  nature  of  a  col- 
legiate season  began  to  take  its  toll.  Injuries  to  key  players  made  it  virtually  impossible  to  field  the  top 
eleven  players  on  a  regular  basis.  Still,  for  the  first  time  in  his  three-year  head  coaching  tenure,  Brendan 
Donahue's  team  showed  an  ability  to  come  from  behind  to  win  matches. 

Junior  forward  Ron  Vickers  and  fi-eshman  defender  Rob  Chamberlain  were  both  named  to  the  CCC 
Honorable  Mention  squad.  Vickers  —  who  terrorized  opposing  defenders  with  his  constant  pressure  to  the 
ball  -  was  named  as  team  "Most  Valuable  Player."  He  led  the  squad  in  scoring  with  seven  goals.  Chamber- 
lain earned  the  team's  "Freshman  of  the  Year"  award,  largely  due  to  his  unmatched  work  ethic  and  tena- 
cious defense.  The  "Coaches'  Award"  was  presented  to  freshman  defender  Joey  DiDiego,  whose  versatility 
and  "team  firsf  attitude  made  him  a  natural  leader  on  the  field.

Women's  Soccer  (3-15, 1-11  CCC) 

After  a  nine-win  season  in  2000,  Head  Coach  Danielle  Ferrara  had  high  expecta- 
tions for  her  squad  during  preseason.  But  the  loss  of  two  key  players  and  inju- 
ries to  numerous  others  resulted  in  a  disappointing  2001  campaign. 

The  toughest  hurdle  facing  Ferrara  and  Assistant  Coach  Caitlin  Roberts  was  the 
lack  of  experience  among  their  season-ending,  16-p layer  roster.  Only  senior  Liz 
Middleton  and  junior  Leianne  Best  had  more  than  one  season  of  collegiate 
soccer  to  their  credit.  On  the  upside,  the  freshman  and  sophomore  classes 
boasted  a  great  deal  of  raw  talent,  and  these  younger  student-athletes  worked 
hard  through-out  the  season. 

The  Colonels'  "Most  Valuable  Player"  award  went  to  goalkeeper  Middleton. 
The  senior  captain  ended  the  season  with  215  saves,  a  .802  save  percentage,  53 
goals  allowed  and  a  3.31  goals  against  average.  Her  athleticism  and  game  time 
efforts  stood  out  among  the  rest.  Middleton  closed  out  her  collegiate  career  by 
ranking  third  in  the  conference  with  an  11.55  saves  per  game  average.  Co- 
captain  Best  once  again  controlled  the  backfield  in  the  sweeper  position.  Among 
a  solid  core  of  nine  sophomores  was  forward  Rebecca  Gardner  -  who  made  All- 
Conference  Honorable  Mention  and  led  the  team  in  scoring  with  six  goals  and 

four  assists.  At  ye  a  r's  end.  Newcomer  Caitlin  Gray  received  the 
squad's  "Rookie  of  the  Year"  award  in  recognition  of  her 
aggressive  play  in  the  Colonels'  backfield.  First-year 
defender  Jen  Spartichino's  desire  to  compete  and  perform 
well  earned  her  the  "Most  Improved  Player"  award  . 
Another  standout  freshman  was  goalkeeper  Nicole 
Wandy,  who  played  behind  Middleton  in  2001,  but  will 
likely  be  Curry's  starting  netminder  her  sophomore  year.

The  2001  Curry  Women's  Team  participated  in  the  CCC  Tournament  for 
a  second-straight  season,  qualifying  once  again  as  the  eighth  seed.  Head 
Coach  Herb  Chenll  got  the  most  from  his  six-player  roster,  but  missed 
junior  Jessica  Blumkin-  one  of  his  top  performers  from  2000  who  spent 
this  fall  semester  studying  abroad. 

Senior  captan  Jennifer  Jaslow  anchored  the  squad  at  #1  singles  and  at  #1 
doubles  with  sophomore  Cara  Lineham.  Together  they  shared  the 
team's  ''Most  Valuable  Player"  award.  Sophomore  Stephanie  Siegler 
was  the  Colonel's  top  doubles  winner  capturing  nine  of  her  17  matches 
at  #2  doubles  (paired  most  often  with  junior  Yodelle  Fernan-dez)  -and 
was  subsequently  named  "Most  Improved  Player."

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The  2002  Women's  Lacrosse  Team  ended  their  season  with  a  1 1-6  record  overall  and  a  4-4  Commonwealth  Coast  Conference 
record.  In  the  conference  pre-season  poll,  the  Colonels  were  picked  to  be  last  out  of  eight  teams.  After  the  regular  season,  they 
were  tied  for  third  with  a  record  of  4-3.  They  also  got  a  home  game  for  the  quarterfinals.  Both  coaches,  Caitlin  and  J.B.,  new 
their  team  would  improve  from  last  years'  4-10  record  overall  and  a  0-7  record  in  the  conference,  but  being  a  second  year  team, 
they  were  not  sure  if  experience  would  play  a  part  in  games,  especially  against  the  conference  opponents.  Throughout  the 
season,  they  proved  that  they  were  going  to  work  as  hard  as  a  veteran  team  and  play  as  hard  as  one.  They  played  hard  in  every 
game  and  with  an  exception  of  one  game;  they  did  not  loose  a  conference  match  by  more  than  three  goals.  The  team  is  only 
loosing  three  seniors,  two  starters,  and  with  the  rest  of  the  players  returning  and  a  new  group  of  players  coming  in,  the  team 
should  be  even  stronger  next  year  than  they  were  this  year. 


The  lady  Colonels  had  three  players  make  First  Team  All  Conference;  sophomores,  Courtney  Roche,  Ruth  Yacubian,  and  Molly 
Melone  and  senior  Liz  Middleton  made  Second  Team  All  Conference.  Newcomer  Courtney  Roche,  ended  her  season  with  23 
goals  and  34  assists  for  57  total  points.  She  was  ranked  ninth  in  the  conference  for  total  points  with  57,  eighth  in  the  conference 
for  points  per  game  with  4.07,  second  in  the  conference  for  assists  per  game  with  2.43,  third  in  the  conference  for  groundballs 
with  5.14,  and  third  in  the  conference  for  draw  controls  with  3.29.   Her  team  named  her  Co-Rookie  of  the  Year.   Molly  Melone 
was  the  backbone  of  the  defense.   She  controlled  not  only  the  backfield,  but  the  midfield  as  well.  Her  team  voted  her  Defensive 
Player  of  the  Year.  Ruth  Yacubian  had  an  amazing  year.  She  had  never  picked  up  a  lacrosse  stick  before  last  year  and  this  year 
she  was  ranked  second  in  the  conference  for  goals  against  average,  with  121  goals  against  and  8.53  average,  and  second  in  the 
conference  for  save  percentage,  with  191  saves  and  0.612  save  percentage.   She  was  also  named  Goalie  of  the  Year  by  the 
conference.  Co-captain  Liz  Middleton  was  the  number  one  offensive  player  on  the  team.  She  ended  the  year  with  39  goals,  25 
assists  and  64  total  points.  She  was  ranked  sixth  in  the  conference  for  total  points  with  64,  fourth  in  the  conference  with  points 
per  game  with  4.57,  eighth  in  the  conference  for  goals  per  game  with  2.79  and  third  in  the  conference  with  assists  per  game  with 
1 .79.  Her  team  named  her  Offensive  Player  of  the  Year.  The  Most  Valuable  Player  award  was  given  to  sophomore  Rebecca 
Gardner.  She  ended  the  season  with  24  goals,  six  assists  and  30  total  points.  She  was  ranked  first  in  the  conference  for 
groundballs  with  90.  Freshman  Nicole  Wandy  was  named  Co-Rookie  of  the  Year.  She  didn't  have  many  goals  or  assists,  but  tl 
team  recognized  her  hard  work  and  dedication  to  this  team  and  wanted  to  award  her  for  this.
